BOSTON (AP) - Jan Dan- 


gora, a 19-year-old machinist 
whose left leg was severed in 
a motorcycle accident and 
then sewn back on, has the 
same leg in a cast again after 
breaking it in a fall on ice. 


The husky youth was in- 


jured Sept. 1. 1966, when the 
motorcycle he was riding 
collided with a car. Ninety- 
five per cent of his left leg 
was severed just below the 
knee. 
In a rare operation, doctors 


at Boston City Hospital took 
the leg and successfully re- 
attached it. 


After the cast came off last, 


August, doctors pronounced 
the leg healed, although'they 
said his knee would always be 


stiff and advised him to use 
crutches on snow and ice. 


Doctors also helped him get 


permission to drive an auto- 
matic shift car, and he re- 
turned -to his job with a 
Natick machine shop. 


As he left his car the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Politi- 


cians 
guessing 
about 
what 


would happen if no presidential 
candidate won a majority of the 
electoral votes next November 
aren't having just one night- 
mare—there are two. 


The first is over how to win 


the presidency by means of an 
election in the House which 
would be required if no candi- 
date had enough electoral col- 
lege ballots. 


The second one involves the 


vice presidency and succession 
to the White House. 


Political analysts are treating 


as a real possibility the chance 
that 
former 
Alabama Gov. 


George C. Wallace's third party 
might siphon off enough elector- 
al votes to leave neither a Re- 
publican nor a Democrat with 
the required 270 electoral col- 
lege votes. 


Ballot Drainage 


To set up such a hypothetical 


problem they credit Wallace 
with the 35 votes from Louisia- 
na, Mississippi, Alabama, and 
South 
Carolina and 
assume 


enough drainage of ballots from 
regular parties elsewhere to 
cfeate upsets and leave the ma- 
jor candidates in virtual dead- 
lock. 


That would throw the presi- 


dential contest into the House of 
Representatives with each state 
having just one vote. 


Presumably the intradelega- 


tion vote would follow straight 
party lines and the party in con- 
trol of a maiority of state dele- 
gations would win. 


But suppose the third-party 


states remained behind their 
man and neither a Democrat 
nor a Republican could muster 
the required 26 of the 50 delega- 
tions for a winning majority. 


Next Election 


If the third-party supporters 


made no deal with one or the 
other major partv, a deadlock 
could last until the next elec- 
tion, without a real president. 
The 
off-year 
election might 


change House makeup enough 
for a decision in two years in- 
stead of Four. 


That is where the vice presi- 


dency comes in. 
- Under the 
Constitution, in 


case of House election for a 
president, the task of naming a 
vice president falls to the Sen- 
ate. 


The Senate's selection for vice 


president becomes acting presi- 
dent if the House cannot settle 
on a chief executive. 


The senators have one vote 


each in the election of such a 
man, 
so partv control in the 


chamber would be a big ele- 
ment, 
• 


Presumably the Democrats 


would win as things stand now. 
They have a heavy majority 
and even the staunchest Reoub- 
licans sound wistful when they 
talk about taking command in 
the Senate this year. 


Party Split 


But if a Republican presiden- 


tial candidate squeezed through 
in a House election and the Sen- 
ate remained under Democratic 
control there might be a party 
split between the two offices.

The ruling of Federal Judge Robert 


Tehan that it would be "patently unconsti- 
tutional" for the 
Milwaukee 
Common 


Council to adopt a resolution binding itself 
not to act in the field of fair housing 
legislation clearly reaffirms the principle 
that a majority vote cannot be used to 
negate what has been defined as a legal or 
constitutional right. The ruling also has 
scared Milwaukee and the rest of Wiscon- 
sin from a referendum campaign which was 
certain to create more strife and which 
would have further harmed the image of 
the city and the state. 


Judge Tehan, in effect, has drawn on 


thp United States Supreme Court ruling in 
an appeal of a constitutional amendment 
which had been voted in California to 
restrict state legislative action, in the field 
of fair housing. The Supreme Court said 
there could be no such restriction placed 
upon a basic constitutional right. 


In view of the California case, it was 


difficult to understand how the Milwaukee 
situation got into court in the first place, 
though the city government had tried to 
describe its position as one of legal 
neutrality. The city has taken curious legal 
positions before, as its stand that municipal 
government had no authority to act in fair 
housing in Wisconsin. 


As Judge Tehan said in his decision, 


"Local governing bodies in the past ignored 
petitions under direct legislation statute 
when the matters contained therein were 
deemed illegal or improper without the 
criticism of the court." 


The resolution in the case, resulting 


from a citizen petition, asked that the 
council either pledge itself not to act on 
fair housing or put the question on the 
ballot. 


Judge Tehan said. "The 
only real 


constitutional issue is whether the resolu- 
tion, if passed, would 
be merely a 


permissible expression of the local govern- 
ment's position of neutrality with respect to 
private discrimination or would constitute 
government involvement in, authorization 
of. or encouragement of private discrimina- 
tion." And the judge said the resolution 
would "not only give statutory sanction to 
those who wish to discriminate without 
interference 
but 
would 
prevent 
any 


change.'' 


Judge Tehan properly expanded the 


decision to include the dangers to the 
community which could have resulted from 
an April referendum. Drawing upon the 
testimony of witnesses, Judge Tehan said; 
"The issue itself is so volatile as to be 
explosive if sparked by campaign bally- 
hoo." 


The judge's words were a careful 


description of what was bound to happen 
once racists, both white and Negro, got 
involved in a referendum campaign which 
could not legally settle anything in any 
event. 


For Milwaukee, the -ruling has returned 


responsibility to act to the common council. 
For the rest of Wisconsin, it provides a 
guide on how the difficult issue must be 
resolved. 


W/iaf's Lake Michigan Worth? 


The experts reconvening in Chicago this 


week at the four-state pollution conference 
called by the federal government will be 
attempting to answer one basic question: 
What is Lake Michigan worth? 


At the first session of the conference a 


round number of "over one billion dollars" 
was selected as the potential cost of halting 
and reversing the lake's deterioration. 


These were the values set down for a 


clean Lake Michigan. Numerous communi- 
ties from the size of Chicago down to small 
villages draw water from the lake for 
drinking. It supplies recreation to some 50 
million persons. It used to feed millions 
with its fish. 


The lake carries a big chunk of the 


nation's waterborne commerce. Half of the 
iron ore mined in America moves down to 
the lake to steel mills at its southern end. 


Obviously, though, commerce is not as 
severely affected by pollution as its other 
uses. 


During three centuries of the settle- 


ment of people on its shores, the lake has 
been suffering increasing abuse. The same 
cities which depend upon it for drinking 
water and their industries dump millions of 
gallons of waste into the lake each year. 
Farmers and orchardists use millions of 
pounds of insecticides every year which 
find their way into the water. Every rain 
carries tons of silt into the lake. 


It is the cost of halting this abuse which 


is put at in excess of one billion dollars. 
Now the question becomes: Is the lake 
worth that much? 


The question is a rhetorical one. The 


answer is obvious. The only remaining 
question is when are we going to get 
started on the job? 


Hints of Peace in the Middle East 


There has been a small sign of both 


Israeli and Arab willingness to seek out 
ways to something like permanent peace in 
the Middle East. But so far there is little 
evidence that the Soviet Union wants such 
a development. 


The special representative of Secretary 


General U Thant, Ambassador Gunnar 
Jarring, reported last week that he would 
go to Cyprus and invite representatives of 
the United Arab Republic, Jordan and 
Israel to join him there to negotiate a 
settlement. Israel Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban announced that Israel would go any 
place Jarring chos& for such meetings — a 
change from the previous Israeli refusal to- 
attend such meetings under United Nations 
auspices. 


So far neither the U.A.R. or Jordan has 


indicated whether it would attend such 
meetings and it well may be that the U.A.R. 
at least is seeking Russian advice. 


The war in the Middle East, the 


American involvement in Vietnam, and the 
continued hostility and suspicion toward 
the United States by much of the Arab 
world gave the Soviet Union a great 
opportunity to expand its influence in the 
area. Russia has helped to rebuild the 
decimated Egyptian military force. Russian 
technicians are everywhere in Cairo. And 
while the United States resumed the 
sending of military equipment to Jordan, 
there is little reason to believe that King 
Hussein wouldn't accept Russian aid as 
well. 


The Arab world has since the middle of 


the 19th Century deeply distrusted Great 


Britain and France and with good reason. 
The colonial hand was a heavy one. 
Promises made during World War I to 
encourage the Arabs to come into the war 
on the side of the British were discarded 
when the Versailles Treaty was signed. 
Right or not, the Arabs saw the creation of 
the state of Israel as the final demonstra- 
tion that Western Europe and the United 
States considered 
Arab lands open to 


plunder. The more left wing governments, 
in Egypt, Syria, Algeria, and Iraq, resent 
the American 
assistance to the more 


conservative. 


As Israeli Premier Levi Eshkol points 


out. "nothing less than a real peace treaty" 
will settle the war and tend toward a real 
solution for the Middle East conflicts. Such 
a peace treaty must carry out both 
requirements listed in the United Nations 
resolution adopted last November. The 
Israelis must withdraw from the territory 
occupied in the June war and the Arabs 
must agree to the establishment of secure 
and recognized borders. 


In his recent speech at a workers' rally, 


President Nasser insisted that the U.A.R. 
would liberate all the occupied areas. But 
he did not call for an end to the state of 
Israel and he did not denounce the United 
Nations peace efforts. The speeches of 
leaders of many nations are often more 
important by what they" do not contain 
rather than by what they say. 


However, if the Soviet Union feels that 


its own ambitions in the world can be 
better served by continued hostility in the 
Middle East, it will take considerably more 
time to get the Arabs to the peace table.

As soon as he thought of 
a vast and multifarious audi- 
ence — and began worrying 
about how to please or satisfy 
such diverse tastes —; he-was 
no longer his own man. but 
turned into a kind of "mer- 
chandiser." 


Even in practical terms, it 


is 
quite impossible for -a 


serious writer to please all, or 
even most, of his potential 
audience. As soon as. he be- 
comes anxious about the pub- 
lic, or about the critics, or 
about scholarly reactions to 
his work, he begins uncon- 
sciously to try to satisfy all 
these elements, and usually 
ends up gratifying none of 
them. 


This was, in large part, the 


tragedy of Hemingway's pro- 
fessional life. The finest natur- 
al talent of our time, Heming- 
way confused his private and 
public selves: 
He was so 


exquisitely aware of his large 
audience that he began postur- 
ing like an actor in his later 
books, and totally lost touch 
with the inner man who had 
written "The Sun Also Ris- 
es."

People seem resigned to a state 
of helplessness, that the United 
States faces the world and all of 
its problems without a friend "

When you see a farm home, 


old-fashioned though it be, that 
has no human life within it, and 
a barn behind it that has no ani- 
mal life within it to feed, you 
see in essence the American 
pathway of peril from simplicity 
to complexity.

them, giving them hay or grain,

muscle, a shuddering that flicks 
a fly off but doesn't tell you to 
take your hand away.

Weary of Arguments 


And if he were weary of the

a banished glory. 


To us it was as if the Civil 


War were there, not for us to 
read about, but to play with. 


We put our short legs into the 


long gray pants, hitched them 
up with one hand, waved the 
swords that were there. We put 
our fingers into reluctant, time- 
stiffened gloves that had held 
previous fingers in ordeal. We 
wore indoors in that dusty barn 
a military hat that had shel- 
tered another head from rainfall 
in the century before us—or so I 
think now, being older and more 
respectful. 


We didn't think about who had 


worn these clothings before us 
or why they had been kept. 
They were only there, intruders 
as we were, to enjoy by play. It 
is only when you are older that 
you 
conjecture 
about 
such 


things as fatefall, cherish and 
perish. 


At the time we played with 


them, these remnants of before, 
they were something found by 
chance. And in the glory of our 
discovery and the joy of our 
wearing we did not pause to 
think of those who had worn 
these uniforms before.

Lawmen Flay Riot Commission Report

brunt of the blame" for last 
year's riots in major American 
cities, the Wisconsin Sheriffs 
and Deputy Sheriffs Association 


- executive board, meeting here 


Wednesday, blasted the 200,000- 
word report of the National 
Advisory Committee on Civil 
Disorders. 


The executive unit of the 3,000- 


fnember law enforcement or- 
ganization unanimously passed 
a resolution expressing 'disa- 
greement with the report re- 
leased last week, then moved to 
send copies of the action to the 
National Sheriffs Association, 
for action at its summer con- 
ference, and to U.S. Atty. Gen. 
Ramsey Clark and Illinois Gov. 
Otto Kerner, chairman of the 
presidential commission named 
to- investigate last year's major 
riots- in 23 cities. 


The tersely-worded resolution 


by the largest single law en- 
forcement group in the state 
noted that the report was a 
mov« on the part of the com- 


mission to "handcuff and under- 
mine local law enforcement in 
its protection of society, just as 
recent Supreme Court decisions 
have done." 


Discussion Brief 


Discussion on the actual re- 


port was relatively brief, and 
some members of the executive 
unit- said they had not studied 
the riot report in detail. Outa- 
gamie County Undersheriff ,Ca1- 
vin L. Spice HS president of the 
sheriffs and deputies associa- 
tion. 


Sgt. Walter (Bud) Wolf, Mar- 


athon County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment detective, said that "po- 
lice are bound to uphold the 
law, 
and now (in the report) 


they are being blamed for 
upholding it." 


"The criminal keeps getting 


rights: it's about time the police 
and t h e citizen get,-some 
rights," Wolf remarked. 


Raymond J. Howard, Fond du 


Lac County undersheriff,' ass- 
essed 
the report 
as , being 


"another step to undermine law 
enforcement." Joining Wolf and 
Howard in urging association 
action opposing the report was 
Roger H. R e i n e 1, Jefferson 


County undersheriff, who asked 
for the resolution. 


Although only one phase of 


the investigation report 
dealt 


with law enforcement activities 
in the country's riots last sum- 
mer, the 11-member 
commis- 


sion, impaneled seven months 
ago made several references to 
police in the detailed report. 


For instance, the report noted 


that the Milwaukee riot was one 
of 12 in which police actions 
vere identified as the "final 
incident" before the violence. 


The report stated that police 


bullets, fired at law breakers 
during riot situations, struck 
spectators, including children. 
The commission went into vivid 
detail on some of the actual 
shooting situations in some of 
the cities. 


Gunfire Blamed 


"On a number of occasions, 


officers fired at fleeing looters, 
then made little attempt to 
determine whether their shots 
had hit anyone. Later some of 
the persons were discovered 
dead or wounded in the street," 
the commission stated in a 
report on a Detroit incident. 


Fourty-three persons were killed 
in the Detroit rioting last sum- 
mer. 


In another of its frequent 


references to police, the report 
noted that "little has been done 
since last summer to remove 
riot causes." 


"In several cities, the prin- 


cipal official response has been 
to train and equip the police 
with more sophisticated weap- 
ons," the report noted. 


Weapons Condemned 


The commission condemned 


such a move, saying "Weapons 
which are designed to destroy, 
not to control, have no place in 
densely populated urban com- 
munities." 


The commission also said that 


more Negro policemen should 
be recruited 
and
